Many ate abſent from Hearzne,for the Devill labours 
ro keepe men (tor that timc) in the Shop,or in the 
Market,orin the T averne , ot in Play-houſes, 
Many arc rg, yet they crreabout hearing. 
For eyrther they will not Heave, like the deafe Adder
